1.0  INTRODUCTION 

The  Bird  Buffer  Support  Subsystem  consists  of  six  components.  These 
components  are: 

1.  SOCLOD,  an  octal  card  load  routine  using  the  167  card  reader. 

2.  SSTL,  a  generalized  card  load  routine  using  the  167  card  reader  or 
a  163  magnetic  tape. 

3.  SBBB,  a  bootstrap  program  for  the  Bird  Buffer  System  tape. 

*  4.  SFCHEX,  a  program  diagnostic  which  allows  dynamic  "debugging"  of 

160A  programs. 

5.  SPST,  a  prepare  system  tape  program  for  the  Bird  Buffer  System 
tape. 

6.  SOSAS,  an  assembly  program  which  provides  a  system  sensitive 
addressing  capability.
